Sec. 5. Form of corporation: All 


property shall be held by a corporation 
to be created by act of the General As- 
sembly and to be called the Second 
Baptist Society. 


Sec. 6. Upon presentation of this 


plan for the union of the two churches, 
« vote of two-thirds of the members of 
each church voting will be necessary 
to accept the plan. 


Sec. 7. Each memberof both churches 


shall be supplied with a printed copy 
of these propositions, with a request 
that, if they cannot lie present, they 
will send their signed vote In a sealed 
envelope.

per eeut and in North Dakota 23 per 
cent. Duriug the same time bank de- 
posits ill Massachusetts increased U.I 
per eeut.

U the bank statement for the south 
central states. -Throughout the whole 
area of that division the increase watt 
22.8 per cent, while the general aver- 
age increase for the United States was 
but 13.15 per cent. For the nrst time 
in the nnandal history of the south de- 
posits ill Hie hanks of that region now 
eiceed $l.u'>u,(XKJ,uoO.

During tlio pu'st live years the value 


of medium farms in this country has 
Increased 33.H per cent as compared 
with an Increase of 25 per cent for the 
ten years preceding.

GREENHOUSE TOMATOES. 


•Ttteau *f Prattluc •• 


Re*«ltn IK Fruit. 


The pruning of auxiliaries or suckers, 


leaves and branches affects the develop- 
ment of both the fruit and stem of the 
tomato plant. 
With this system of 


pruning, however, most of tbe energies 
of the plant are directed toward the 
leader. On the other band, pruning or 
beading in tlie loader throws most of 
the energies of the plant into the fruit. 


There Is a general relationship exist- 


ing between the average weight of in- 
dividual fruits and the number per 
plant The largest Individual fruits oc- 
cur generally ou those plants giving the 
Rnmllcst number. Pruning tomatoes 
appreciably hastens maturity of fruit 
and increases the size of the same. 


When no cutting of the lender took 


place the average weight of the Indi- 
vidual fruit decreased from the single 
stem to tlie normal or uupruned plants, 
the average weight of the single stem 
fruit being 112 grams, that of the nor- 
mal eighty-four grama. On the other 
hand, tlie smallest average weight of 
fruit per plant occurred on the single 
atem system. 


Three Stcna and One Steal. 


The greatest average weight of Indi- 


vidual fruit, as well RS the greatest 
average weight per plant. Is given by 
the three stem system where the leader 
Is headed In, whereas In the average 
num)>er of fruits per plant this system 
la lowest 


The largest yield per square foot of 


ground surface iu our method of cul- 
ture (five square feet p<-'<° plant) was 
given by tlie three stem plants with 
leader cut. The largest yield based on 
trellis space was given by the one 
stem' system of pruning. 


Undoubtedly the best system of grow- 


ing greenhouse tomatoes Is to plant 
twelve to sixteen inches apart in the 
rows, prune to Ihe one stem Hystetn 
and bead In or cut back tbe leaders 
above the fourth or sixth cluster of 
fruit, us circumstances require.—U. E. 
Stone, Massachusetts.

France 
would rather withdraw i'roin the con- 
ference thau tie up the political destiny 
of Morocco by international control. 
While this is uot uirauthoritatlve of- 
ficial utterauce, it unmistakably repre- 
sents the feeling of the French dele- 
gation. France refuses to be excluded 
from what she holds to be the legiti- 
mated expansion of her influence lu 
uortiieru Africa.

Applying this principle to the do- 


main of busluen, U 1* evident that If It 
were strictly followed It would be Im- 
possible to carry on many of tbe finan- 
cial operations now common In tbe 
markets of the world. Concealment Is 
as much a He, wheu He effect I* de- 
ceptive, as a epokeu uu truth. The es- 
sence of liuaucial manipulation Is mys- 
tery, which in concealment. 


It is evident that Mr. Rockefeller's 


principle points to the most compre- 
hensive publicity iu the administration 
of business. The «nly safeguard against 
deception, agaiust man ipultition,against 
wrong and oppression is publicity. Sin- 
gularly enough the Rockefeller fortune 
haa been built up ou a system that is 
directly opposed to publicity. 
Tbe 


Rockefeller corporations, while con- 
ducted with remarkable financial suc- 
cess, have never been operated iu the 
open. The foundation ou which they 
have been built has been secrecy. Se- 
crecy need uot necessarily In all cants 
be deception, but there can be no con- 
duce of business upon ail absolutely 
square deal, free from all deceit and 
wrong, that I* nut based upon a wide 
publicity. A thing done Iu the opeu is 
apt to be done truthfully.

Other ex- 
perimenters have found, iu fact, that 
these mice in captivity refuse such 
treats, not seeming to know that water 
Is good to drink. The bird seed put be- 
fore this mouse contained uot more 
than 10 per cent of moisture, which is 
less than is necessary for digestion. 
Stuff so dry as this cannot even be 
•wallowed until it Is moistened by 
saliva.
